lo The official na me of Research Island (Forachungsinsel), as it was called by 
the German PS7s, is unknown. to source. It is located in the middle of Lake 
Seligcr, next to Amusement Island, almost halfway between the town of 
Ostashkov on the south shore and the fishing village of Sloboda on the north. 

The old town of Ostashkov is about midway on the Volikiyc Luki-Kalinin 
railroad line. Amusement Island, the western part of which is heavily rooded, 
is used by the citizens of Ostashkov as a bathing and recreation center. It 
is reached by a ono-and-a-half kilometer ferry ride from the old city* A 250- 
mo tor- wide channel separates Amusement Island from Research Island, and throe 
and a half kilometers of open lake separates tho latter from the village of 
Sloboda, The thick woods which cover Research Island scarcely permit a view 
of the island’s min buildings.
